This office action is in response to the Amendment and Remarks filed 
12/09/2009, in which claims 1-12 were presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 19: "range." has been deleted and replaced by -range; wherein the 
robot is a robot equipped with two arms extended from the right and left sides of the 
body, and the motion to be corrected by the provisional motion correcting means, which 
is the desired gait, is a motion for moving the two arms forward and backward relative to 
the robot in opposite directions from each other.- 

Claim 4 has been cancelled.
